same, At mos{, it will not have gained beyond
44, while the 1adioal wajority will be abouat 104,
A radical gmn of four Senators must algo be
taken mto account. Two of them have lately
been chosen, nnmely,—the Hon, A. G, Cattell, of
New Jersey, and the Hon. H. W. Corbelt, of
Oregon.  The new Legislatare of Pennsylvinia
